ORDER: 

In the 6.0.1” and 2" read above, Government have fixed the Stipend 
to the Dental Students studying in the Andhra Pradesh Private Un-aided 
Non-Minority / Minority Dental Colleges for an amount of Rs.25,000/- per 
month. 


2. In the G.Os 3 read above, Government have notified the Fee 
structure in pursuant of the directions of the Hon’ble High Court in Writ 
Petition No.9599 of 2021 & batch and based on the recommendations of 
the APHERMC to the PG Dental Courses for the Block period 2017-18 to 
2019-2020. In the said G.Os, while notifying the fee, a condition has been 
stipulated among other conditions that “The College shall comply with the 
regulations of the Dental Council of India with regard to the payment of the 
stipend.” 


3. In the letter 3% cited, Andhra Pradesh Private Medical and Dental 
Colleges Managements Association, Vijayawada have represented the 
Government that the Post Graduate Dental Courses are Non-Residential 
programmes and the students will be present only during the college 
working hours and the hospital does not function on weekends and 
holidays. The PG students spent only part of their time on patient care as 
they are also involved in Pre - Clinical works and other academic activities 
like seminars, journal clubs, Dissertation work, Research and Publications 
which are mandatory as per Dental Council of India norms. Considering the 
expenditure towards purchase of dental materials used for treating the 
patients, the net income generated in dental hospitals is very minimal and 
to fix a reasonable Stipend not exceeding Rs. 8,000/- per month for the 
Post Graduate Dental students of Private Dental Colleges. 


4, The Director of Medicai Education, Andhra Pradesh has furnished a 
proposal on the said representation and requested the Government to issue 
orders for fixing the stipend to the PG Dental students for the Block Period 
2017-18 to 2019-2020. 


5. The Government after examination of the matter and in partial 
modification of the orders issued in G.O’s 15° & 2 read above with regard 
to the payment of stipend to PG Dental students, hereby revise the stipend 
for the Block period 2017-18 to 2019-2020 as follows:

6. The Registrar, Dr. YSR University of Health Sciences, the Director of 
Medical Education, Andhra Pradesh and the Principals of all Private Un- 
aided Non-Minority / Minority Dental Colleges shall take further action 
accordingly.
